Building  not 
to  exceed  90  sq.  ft. 

3.  Indoor  signs: 

A.  One  indoor  sign  for  each  of  the  presidential,  vice-presiden¬ 
tial,  and  Union  Board  chairman  candidates  to  be  placed  in 
the  front  entrance  of  Colden  Hall.  These  signs  are  not  to 
exceed  3x4  feet  and  must  have  an  8  x  10  picture  of  the 
candidate  on  them.  These  signs  will  be  arranged  by  office 
In  alphabetical  order. 

B.  Two  indoor  signs  for  each  class  for  tlie  senatorial  election — 
one  will  be  placed  in  the  front  entrance  of  the  Ad.  Building, 
and  one  will  be  placed  in  Uie  hall  between  the  old  and  new 
den.  Each  class  sign  will  have  a  3  x  5  picture  of  each  can¬ 
didate  for  tliat  class  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  These 
Pictures  must  be  turned  hito  Dean  Koerble’s  office  by  4:00 
p.m.  on  the  day  of  tlie  nominating  convention. 

4.  No  lapel  cards  or  any  otlrer  written  or  printed  material  bearing 
the  name  or  qualifications  of  Uie  candidate  may  be  distributed. 

6.  A  campaign  managers  meeting  for  tlio  campaign  managers  of 
the  presidential,  vice-preslcU:ntial,  and  Union  Board  chairman 
candidates  will  be  held  on  Friday,  Apr.  2,  at  4:00  p.m.  in  the 
Student  Lounge  of  Colden  Hall.  Failure  to  attend  this  meeting 
will  result  in  a  disqualification  of  the  candidate  from  the  elec¬ 
tion. 

6.  No  handing  out  of  food. 

7.  Loud  speaker  systems  may  be  operated  only  when  classes  are 
not  In  session  during  the  days  of  tlie  campaign. 

8.  Any  procedure  which  leads  to  disruption  of  classes,  or  undue  lit¬ 
tering  of  the  campus  will  be  declared  illegal. 

9.  No  campaigning  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  J.  W.  Jones  Building 
or  in  the  Men’s  and  Women’s  dorms,  except  by  word  of  mouth. 

10.  A  Senate  meeting  will  be  held  at  4:00  p.m.  on  April  9  to  review 

any  discrepancies  :  The  votes  will  be  counted  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  the  meeting.

Except  for  a  period  in  1950- 
51,  Basie  has  led  a  big  band 
continuously  for  two  and  a  half 
decades,  gaining  a  global  rep¬ 
utation.  In  1954,  when  the  band 
made  its  first  tour  of  Europe, 
and  in  1955,  when  the  Count 
completed  his  20th  year  as  a 
leader,  the  band  featured  many 
stars.  Basie  was  heard  on  the 
organ,  an  instrument  whose 
rudiments  he  had  picked  up 
long  years  before. 

The  Basie  orchestra  won  the 
Down  Beat  Critics’  Poll  in  1954 
and  the  Down  Beat  Readers 
Poll  in  1955.  In  1956  they  won 
the  readers’  poll  of  Frances 
Le  Jazz  Hot  magazine  and  both 
“Greatest  Ever”  and  “New 
Star”  categories  in  the  Musi¬ 
cians’  Poll  of  Leonard  Feath¬ 
er’s  1956  Encyclopedia  Year- 
book  of  Jazz.  Basie  himself 
won  Metronome  Poll  on  the 
piano,  in  1942  and  1943.

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Are  You  Positive  of  That? 

Once  again  the  ever  present  question  concerning  college 
students’  rights  of  choice  of  attending  classes  has  been  brought 
into  focus. 

Or  perhaps  the  question  is  whether  students  have  the  right 
not  to  attend  classes  as  they  choose.  In  a  letter  to  the  editor 
which  appeared  in  the  March  12  edition  of  this  newspaper,  Dr. 
Charles  H.  Thate,  Dean  of  Administration,  expressed  the  facts 
pertaining  to  this  question.  In  the  following  edition,  March  19, 
reporter  John  Coldiron  exposed  his  personal  view  of  the  prob¬ 
lem,  stating,  “The  ideas  of  a  college  official  acting  as  a  parent 
away  from  home,  telling  one  when  and  when  not  to  attend 
classes,  is  contradictory  to  the  attitude  of  adulthood  placed  up¬ 
on  students.”  Mr.  Coldiron’s  argument  actually  centers  around 
whether  a  student  has  the  right  not  to  attend  class  when  he  so 
chooses.  The  race  that  a  student  does  have  the  right  to  attend 
classes  is  evident  and  is  not  an  issue. 

Has  the  real  question,  however,  not  been  avoided  or  mis¬ 
interpreted?  Dr.  Thate  simply  sets  the  facts  before  us.  He  docs 
Bot  say  “We  must  attend  classes  regularly.”  Rather,  a  series 
•f  statements  of  what  is,  not  of  what  should  be,  could  be,  or 
may  be  is  the  purpose  of  the  Dean’s  letter.  Dr.  Thate’s  letter 
serves  its  purpose  quite  adequately. 

College  students  over  the  nation  annually  come  up  with  some 
worthy  “cause,”  but  as  in  this  instance,  reality  is  grossly  con¬ 
fused  with  theory.  When  an  instructor  says  he  allows  three 
cuts  per  semester,  then  the  responsibility  of  the  individual  is 
to  cut  not  more  than  three  times. 

Moreover,  if  an  instructor  relates  that  he  expects  no  “cuts” 
whatsoever,  then  the  responsibility  of  the  student  changes; 
he  is  expected  to  attend  every  class  (period). 

In  essence,  that  is  what  Dr.  Thate  means.  The  letter  did  not 
have  the  implications  of  a  “college  official  .  .  .  telling  one 
when  and  when  not  to  attend  classes.  .  .  as  expressed  in  Mr. 
Coldiron’s  letter. 

Also,  Kir.  Coldiron-'s  assumption  that  each  college  student 
pays  his  own  educational  expenses  is  invalid.  Ask  any  state 
taxpayer,  especially  one  who  does  not  even  have  an  offspring 
in  college.  “Do  ypu  pay  taxes  for  state  supported  schools?” 

Wonder  what  their  answer  would  be?  Any  suggestions?

They  go  home 
with  each  person  who  has  been 
here  and  are  remembered 
when  it  comes  time  for  he,  or 
she,  to  pick  a  College.  Tiiese 
actions  help  form  a  public 
impression  and  opinion  of  our 
school. 

The  idea  of  helping  our  col¬ 
lege  maintain  a  good  public 
image  may  sound  a  little  trite. 
But  stop  and  think  for  a  mo¬ 
ment.  If  a  student  comes  from 
a  college  that  people  have  a 
bad  opinion  of,  then  those  same 
people  may  have  that  same 
opinion  of  the  student. 

Students’  actions  were  very 
commendiaible.  I  hope  we  will 
be  just  as  deserving  of  praise 
each  time  another  visitor  or 
group  of  visitors  leaves  this 
campus.

About  Guatemalan  Education 

Miss  Carol  Sobolvarro  orig  inally  of  Guatemala,  is  now  at¬ 
tending  college  at  MSC.  She  is  a  senior  majoring  in  Spanish 
and  minoring  in  psychology.  Upon  graduation.  Miss  Sobalvarro 
plans  to  teach  Spanish. 

Miss  Sobalvarro  attended  school  in  Guatemala  through  her 
sophomore  year  of  high  school.  She  explains  that  the  system 
of  education  in  Guatemala  is  much  different  from  that  in  Amer¬ 
ica  Grade  school  is  attended  by  almost  all  residents  of  Guate¬ 
mala.  Only  a  small  per  cent  of  these  students  then  go  on  to 
high  school  and  college.  As  a  result,  the  grade  school  education 
is  quite  extensive.  Students  must  study  science,  math,  physics, 
geography,  and  other  subjects. 

Those  who  continue  into  high  school  do  not  have  a  choice  of 
subjects;  those  courses  which  were  offered  in  grade  school  are 
studied  more  extensively.  Upon  graduation  from  high  school, 
the  student  holds  a  degree  equivalent  to  a  juniw  college  de¬ 
gree  in  America. 

Immediately  upon  entering  college,  the  student  begins  work 
in  his  major  field.  If  he  decides  to  change  his  course  of  study, 
he  must  begin  again  as  a  freshman.  If  he  fails  one  course 
during  the  year,  he  must  repeat  the  entire  year.
